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DETAILED ACTION 
Oath/Declaration

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention, 

4. Claims 7-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claim 7 is indefinite in "flat object, such as . ..." . The claims should be written to 
conform to the statute above. 

Claim 8 is vague in "in a region of a separating joint". One would not be able to 
determine potential infringement from this language. 
Claims 17 ,24-26 lack antecedent for "ribs" as in -said ribs--. 
Claim 23 is apparently incorrect as the ribs 35-39 are not disclosed as flexible. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 
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6. Claims 7-10, 12-15, 19-21, 23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Sturt in view of either Henson or Murdock or vice-versa in each instance. 

Sturt teaches the formation of a visor body as two half shells, known in the art as a 

"butterfly" construction. Sturt lacks teaching of slotlike opening for flat objects a known 

feature of this art prior to the invention of applicant as taught by either Henson at 1 12 for 

plate 100 or Murdock at 24 for sheets 28. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary 

skill to provide in Sturt a slot for a flat object as taught by either Henson or Murdock in 

order to store items within a visor for easy access. Conversely, It would have been 

obvious to one of ordinary skill to provide in either Henson or Murdock a visor body of 

two half shells as taught by Sturt in order to form a visor by conventional construction. 

As to claims 9 and 10, see resilient ribs 124,126 of Henson and resilient ribs 30/32 of 

Murdock, with multiple ribs 30/32 being an obvious duplication of parts. 

As to claim 12, friction reducing coatings are common knowledge in the art and obvious 

to use here to ease insertion.

7. Claims 1 1 , 16-1 8, 22, 24-26 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
